Same Price at Liverpool as Eastern

On Saturday last, Alberta No, 1 Northern wheat shipped | 
through Vancouver brought as high a price at Liverpool as | 
Alberta No, 2 Northern wheat shipped eastwards via the | 
Atlantic ports. Both brought 833% cents. 

On April 21 last when a former article by myself 
appeared in The Edmonton Bulletin dealing with the dis- 
parity between the prices paid at Liverpool for wheat of 
identical government grade shipped eastwards or westwards, 
the much vaunted No. 1 Northern wheat grown in Alberta 
and shipped via Vancouver was actually binging a lower 
price than No. 2 Northern from Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and eastern Alberta, shipped via the Atlantic ports. 

It looks as if The Bulletin article can take credit for 
raising the price of Alberta wheat shipped via Vancouver, 
though Vancouver-shipped wheat is still penalized about one 
grade. We still have a long way to go to reach the days 
when Vancouver-shipped wheat sold at a premium of 5 to 8 


cents a bushel on the Liverpool market.

CHILD PRISONER 
IN CHICKEN PEN 


Seven-year-old Girl Res- 
cued From Horrible 
Conditions 


SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO, Cal. 
June 2—Terribly emaciated, seven- 
year-old Mary Ebarguarry§ was 
cared for at Santa Anna hospital! to- 
day while authorities launched an 
inquiry into the asserted imprison- 
ment of the child in a chicken pen 
by her mother 


Robert Sandon, investigator for 
the Orange county district attor- 
ney's office, said Mrs. Barney Eb- 
arguarry had penned up the child 
because she believed her daughter 
had an “evil eye” and was cap- 
able of “casting spells” on mem- 
bers of the family, including six 
other children. 


The child wags rescued from her 
prison by Sandon after her plight 
had been disclosed by Mrs. Thomas 
Ramos, whose home adjoins the 
Ebarguarry cottage here 

Mrs, Ramos told Sandon the dis- 
appearance of food from her home 
for weeks had puzzled her and led 
to the discovery. She saw her 
grandson take some bread and run 
over to the chicken pen, thrusting 
it through a wire netting to the girl, 
who ate it ravenously

resolved, that in the opinion of this 
assembly, the government, for the 
purpose of effecting a partial and 
immediate relief to the taxpayers 
should forthwith publicly request 
the bondholders of the province to; 
accept for the next two years, qne- 
half the rate of interest now speci- 
fied in the outstanding bonds in ful 
satisfaction of the interest thereon 
for the said period.’ 

The adoption of the principle of 
this resolution would save the 
province over $3,000,000 per year 
and the idea was met with sneers 
from Mr. Brownlee and his sup- 
porters, Mr, Brownlee character- 
ized the resolution as silly and to- 
day he talks about reducing relief 
allowances because his government} 
cannot pay them.

Mussolini told 10,000 war 
veterans today that Italy will 
fi-yt her roxt war for herself 
alone and not on behalf of any 
other nations pretending to be 
her allies. 

“Italy's voiuntcers, if war is 


necessary, will shed their 
blood only for Italy,” declared 
Il Duce, “Experience has 


shown them that it does not 
pay to help by Iand and sea 
the people who pretend to be 
cur allies.” 

Mussolini was interpreted as 
referring to France and her 
Great War ally, Serbia, now 
part of Yugoslavia, France, he 
said, did not give Italy the 
colonial territory promised in 
the London treaty of 1915 fol- 
lowing which Italy entered the 
war.

The spectacle of a half-dozen men planting 
potatoes while a couple of dozen policemen 
stand on guard to prevent several dozen other 
men interrupting the operations is not without 
humor, The ridiculous feature of the perform- 
ance is that the potatoes when dug and sold 
would not pay wages to the men thus attending 
the planting operations in the roles of planters, 
guards and pickets. 

“Direct relief,’ we have been told impress- 
ively and often, is the cheapest way to maintain 
unemployed men. It isn’t, except in the nar- 
rowest possible interpretation of the term, never 
was, and never can be. It is economic folly, all 
the way from the pocket of the taxpayer to the 
morale of the recipient. In this particular in- 
stance it is taking the time of a dozen men to 
get work done for which one man draws the 
scanty “dole.” 

That potato patch, if it is planted, will be a 
vegetable monument to all round waste. The 
men doing the planting are wasting time earn- 
ing a mere pittance when they should be earn- 
ing real wages. The police are wasting time 
they should be spending in attending to their 
regular duties. The strikers are wasting time 
they should be spending working for a proper 
wage. And none of these parties, and nobody 
else, wants this waste to go on; unless it is the 
Government of Canada, which could substitute 
work for wages in place of the dole but has not 
done it

The dead dog, which in a University of 
California laboratory on Friday the Thirteenth 
of April of this year, was revived by scientific 
means. is reported to be very much alive today, 
and showing steady improvement.

Headaches 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The common ordinary headache usually 
comes on without any other symptoms. The 
main feature is the splitting headache, which 
may seem as though someone is striking the 
head with a hammer, other times it may seem 
just a dull, disagreeable ache. 

Many authorities admit 
that they are puzzled by 
Migraine or “Sick” headache, 
but in my experience I have 
found it is no harder to cure 
this type than any ordinary 
headache. The cause of most 
headaches is a tpxic condition 
of the body, and, when this 
underlying toxemia is re- 
moved, I find that the patient 
gets well just as easily from 
Migraine headache as from

any other. 

The thing to look for in headache is the 
poisoning which is the fundamental cause, It 
may arise from the stomach, or the intestines, 
or it may be that bile is accumulating in the 
liver and poisoning the body, producing the 
“bilious” headache. More than half of the time 
the cause will not be found in the head itself, 


| but in some other part of the body. 


High blood pressure, low blood pressure, 
hardening of the arteries, eye strain, or infected 
teeth are other troubles which may be the cause 
of headache. The ache over the top of the head 
is often due to bladder trouble, while a drawing 
ache in the back of the head and neck is caused 
in women by uterine congestion and in men by 
prostrate trouble. 

Those having the most headaches are fre- 
quently of the nervous type doing mental work. 
In practically every case of the nervous head- 
ache, it will be found that a chronic toxemia is 
present, and all that is necessary to encourage 
an acute ache is some enervating factor such 
as lack of sleep or strain due to worry, emo- 
tional scenes, etc. Once the underlying toxemia 
is eliminated, these patients can stand strains 
just the same as everyone else without having 
to go to bed with a sick headache. 

A Good Eliminative Treatment for Headaches 


The patient is to take an enema, using plain 
warm water. As soon as the large intestine is 
emptied, he will feel greatly relieved. He is 
then to start on a fast, using eight ounces every 
two hours of the following fruit juices: Orange 
juice or grapefruit juice or tomato juice, which- 
ever he prefers. He is to stay on the fast at 
least five days, taking one or two enemas each 
day. It is all right for him to drink water if 
he is thirsty. He is to take one tepid sponge 
bath per day. ' 

The first day or two of the fast he may have 
a mild headache; however, if present at all, it 
is mild in nature and not nearly so severe as 
the average attack, being easily borne, and no 
headache medicines should be used. It soon 
goes away as the good eliminative results of the 
fast are felt. It is all right for the patient to 
go about his regular work. As long as the 
patient wil! adhere to good rules of living, in- 
cluding a calm mental attitude, there is not the 
slightest reason for any recurrence of headache 
and he should remain completely cured.

QUESTION—A Mother writes: “What causes 
excessive nose bleed in a girl nine years old? 
She has had at least one nose bleed a day since 
the time she was three years old.” 
ANSWER—Your child probably has espe- 
cially sensitive nasal membranes, and treat- 
ment may be necessary to bring about a firmer 
tone to these structures. Go to a doctor who 
uses local ultra violet ray treatments, These 
treatments consist in raying the inside of the 
nose with the actinic ray. They would be sim- 
ilar to using concentrated sunlight. There is 
no need for your little daughter to continue to 
suffer with nose-bleeds as it is quite possible 
to toughen the sensitive membrance.

On this date, in 1866, the Grand

Miss J. F. Montgomery, who re- 
cently returned from a tour of the | 
southern part of the province to in- | 
vestigate the decrease in demands | 
from that area, reports that many 
groups which were formerly heavy 
subscribers have discontinued their 
demands owing to inability to pay | 
the postage on the books. Other | 
factors which account for a decrease | 
in the demands made upon the de- | 
partment from that area are to be 
found in recent attempts that are 
being made to establish local lib-| 
raries and the fact that many 
groups are now being supplied by 
the libraries of the southern cities. 


NEW DEMAND TOO GREAT | 


The efficiency of the department 
service has been retarded somewhat 
owing to lack of funds for the pur-

One and one-half cups sugar, 
one-fourth cup water, two table- 
spoons corn syrup, one egg white, 
few drops oil of peppermint, few 
drops coloring.

The submarine eye is an apparatus 
capable of descending into the sea 
unaccompanied, going deeper than 
human divers can venture and 
transmitting to its control ship, by

Unlike present broadcast tele- 
vision, there is no current loss nor 
static trouble because the “eye” is 


connected to its controlling ap- 
paratus by direct wire. This direct 
transmission of images corresponds 
to broadcast television to the extent 
that the telephone corresponds to 
radio. 

Weighing 2,700 pounds and being 
only 42 inches in diameter, the eye 
will be so constructed that it will be 
capable of resisting the tremendous

The eye is suspended from four 
points on the control vessel. While 
being lowered into the sea, the ap-
